The 
favages had poffeflion of a Kentucky boat, 
one of the three captured fome time before. 
They had nine oars. They were im advance, 
and put up a flag; the whites endeavoured 
to pais them, but this could not be effected 
and they were obliged to give up. The fave 
ages boarded and took the prifoners in their 
own boat to fhore,-behaved with civility, 
and fpread blankets to fit upon; marched 
them to their camp about nine miles dift- 
ant. The fixth day the captain of the band 
felled Col. Mitchel with aciub, and ftood 
over him with a tomahawk, as if to ftrike, 
but did not; buton his recovery, bound 
up his. wounds and gave him grog. In the 
mean time, Lancafter feeing this, made 
his efcape and probably reached Kentucky, 
where he lives—--Was marched twenty-two 
days, to the Shawanele towns on the Mia- 
mi, at the diftance of 300 miles, as was 
faid; the greater part Moraffes.
